Teachers’ Alliance: 

Good Suggestions 

A meting of the Chauvin Local of 
the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance was 
held at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Laws on Saturday evening, Oct. 2nd. 

After the regular business for the 
day had been discussed, an interest¬ 
ing point for the promotion of better 
educational standards for the country 
as a whole was introduced by Mrs. 
G. Saul. Prolonged discussion fol¬ 
lowed with the result that the follow¬ 
ing was made for the consideration of 
the annual convention of the Alberta 
Teachers* Alliance: 

“That the School Attendance Act be 
so revised tb compel children to at¬ 
tend school until they have passed 
Grade Eight, irrespective of age, un¬ 
less they are mentally deficient.” 

The coming spelling rriatch between 
the Edgerton and Chauvin schools 
aroused much interest and a sugges¬ 
tion was made that spelling matches 
“■rhould receive more encouragement, 
* a. — .— rr—Teague should be formed 


takjTg in all the schools within the 
municipality. Shields should be do¬ 
nated for both High school grades 
and Public schools. The spelling 
should be judged on the basis of 75 
per cent written and 25 iter cent oral. 
Matches should be held at the school 
holding the shield within distance 
limit 04 20 miles, over that distance a 
central point should be fixed for the 
holding of the matches. It was sug¬ 
gested further that the affairs of the 
spelling league be placed in the hands 
( of an executive of three, one from the 
Chauvin Local of the Alberta Teach¬ 
ers’ Alliance and the other two from 
the school boards within the league. 

The members of the Alliance would 
be very pleased to hear the opinions 
of local people in regard to the advis¬ 
ability of forming the Spelling League, 
and any further suggestions would be 
gratefuly received. 

After all business had been con¬ 
cluded Miss Conoboy sang. Her 
singing was appreciated by all present 

The next meeting will be held on 
the last Saturday of October at 2 p.m. 
and we hope to see a goodly number 
of teachers present from- the outlying 
districts.

We trust that his ente-,>rize will be 
amply rewarded, he deserves all the 
success he can get. There is. little 
reason why we prairie people should 
continue to import such huge quan 
tities of vegetables from British Col¬ 
umbia and from yet further afield— 
the Pacific States, Washington, Ore¬ 
gon and California. 

Moffatt has proven the value of in¬ 
tensive farming this year for in addi¬ 
tion to this wealth from three acres 
he has threshed out 1000 bushels of 
wheat and 1500 bushels of the finest 
oats from 57 acres. 

He has yet 25 acres more to thresh 
—a total of only 85 acres of land in 
crop this year.

Attempt Being Made In Alberta 

Appeal Court To Have Liquor 

Export Act Case Quashed

The Alberta Liquor Export Act was 
the target for verbal exceoriations ana 
not a little ridicule when the case of 
Rex vs. Bulmer came up for appeal 
in the appellate division of the su¬ 
preme court of Alberta last Friday 
morning. The case simmers down to 
an attack on the- validity of this meas¬ 
ure and the power granted to the 
atorney general to say who shall and 
who shall not conduct a* wholesale 
liquor business for the purpose of ex¬ 
porting liquor from the province. 

The case is in the nature of a test 
afair, with a fair posibility of the 
whole act being declared ultra vires, 
and of such importance that Chief 
Justice Harvey has ordered an extra 
member to sit in the court en banc 
to avoid any posibility of a repetition 
of the famous Gold Seal vs Dominion 
Express company case where the four 
members of the court divided evenly 
In accordance with the desire to 
avoid a split Jlr. Justice Hyndman 
has been added to the court, sitting 
with Cheif Justice Harvey and Mr. 
Justice Stuart, Beck and Ives. 

May Go To England 

In any case whatever may be the 
decision an appeal is certain to be 
carried to the supreme court of 
Canada while it has been hinted that 
both sides are prepared to carry the 
case to the privy council for a final 
decision, H. H. Parlee, K.C. appear- 
"rniTfor uie .ntorney general's o-q-joa-t--j 
ment asked that in the: event of their 
lordships seeing fit to- quash the mag¬ 
istrates’ conviction that leave be grant 
ed to carry the case to Ottawa. 

The Liquor Export act was harshly 
criticized by C. C. McCaul K.C. who 
appeared for the appellant Bulmer 

Section 5A of the act was a par¬ 
ticular point of attack on the part of 
counsel for the appellant. This sec¬ 
tion sets forth that the lieutenant- 
governor-in-council may, so far as it 
is within the jurisdiction of the pro¬ 
vincial legistlature, pass certain regu¬ 
lations setting forth the kind of pre¬ 
mises on which a liquor export busi¬ 
ness may he conducted

Says Act Is Ridiculous 

“The words ‘so far as it Is within the 
jurisdiction of the provincial legisla¬ 
ture’,” said Mr McCaul, “are an ab¬ 
surdity, merely surfaceage and indica¬ 
tive of the ignorance of the person 
who drafted the act. No law student 
with two months’ experience *would 
put such a ridiculous thing in an act 
of parliament” 

In the test case at present being 
passed upon the appeal’s court the 
appellant, G. W. Bulmer, made appli¬ 
cation in July to start a. liquor export 
busines in the town of Chauvin. He 
understood that everything was in or¬ 
der and that his ware house came 
within the law. A constable,inspected, 
the' premises, and the appellant then 
proceeded to ship in liquor for stor¬ 
age in his warehouse. 

Permit Was Refused 

Subsequently the atorney general 
refused to grant the necessary permit 
provincial liquor officials < swooped 
down on the premises, and the ware¬ 
house placed under lock and key, with 
the keys resting in the pocket of In¬ 
spector Hodgkins, of the iorovincial li¬ 
quor department. It 1 is understood 
that something like $35,000 worth of 
liquor is included in the seizure. Bul¬ 
mer .was brought before Magistrate 
Mcleod in the provincial police court 
and fined $100 and costs on a- char; 
of being in illegal possession of horn - 

When the liquor export act v. 


amended a few months ago, amend¬ 
ment section 5a gave the lieutenant- 
governor in council the right to pass 
regulations with respect to all matters 
pertaining to the export liquor busi¬ 
nes. These regulations were passed, 
•making it necessary to obtain a permi 
from the attorney general before en¬ 
gaging in business. The contention of 
the appellant is that the act is ultra 
vires, and that yie effect of the de¬ 
cision in the Gold Seal vs Dominion 
Express company case was to make 
the entire act unconstitutional and in¬ 
valid. 

Claims Authority Exceded 

The principal grounds for appeal, 
even if section 5a has not been ren¬ 
dered invalid by the decision in the 
Gold Seal case, are that the lieuten¬ 
ant governor in council has no right 
to give the attorney general the power 
to grant permits. » 

A summary of the section of the 
act around which the dispute revolves 
reads as follows:— “The lientenant- 
governor in council is authorized to 
make regulations regarding the pre¬ 
mises in which liquor shall be kept for 
export purposes, for the inspection of 
the said premises and the liquor kept 
therein, and providing for the regis¬ 
tration of,,all persons carrying on such 
export business and for returns by all 
such persons of liquor received, sold 
and on hand, such regulations, to be 
published in the Alberta Gazette, and 
upon -^publication to have the same 
effect as the provisions of this act. 
se5.5u:rTsaris;-"m 1 - 
Approve Of Premises 

. .In accordance with the authority de¬ 
legated to him by the section of the 
act quoted above, the lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor in council issued the following 
regulation which was published^ in the 
Alberta Gazette under (late of July 
“No;-person within the province 
of Alberta other than a brewer or 
manufacturer of liquor duly licensed 
by the Dominion of Canada, shall re¬ 
ceive, sell or have on hand any liquor 
for export business in the province of 
Alberta unless and until the attorney- 
general of the province of Alberta ap- 
proves*of the premises in which the 
said liquor is received, sold or had on 
hand.” 

After the passing of the 1920 amend¬ 
ment a»d the special regulations by 
the lieutenant governor in council, the 
attorney general took the stand that 
he would not permit any concerns that 
were not in business before the pass¬ 
ing of the amendment to conduct an 
export business within the province 
and acordingly the application of the 
appellant was refused. 

Cite Calgary Case 

In the Gold Seal case aL Calgary 
in which certain sections of the Ex¬ 
port Liquor act were declared ultra 
vires, Chi^f Justice Harvey and Chief 
Justice Stuart declared in favor of the 
act, while Mr Justices Beck and Iv©s 
stood out against the act. Mr Justice 
Hyndman was called in to break the 
deadlock and declared in his opinion 
the act, or certain sections of if, were 
unconstitutional. 

The lawyers on the case concluded 
their agrument shortly before noon 
on Thursday and the crfiirt reserved 
judgement. It is expected that a 
decision will be handed dowq during 
he course of the next few days.

The governer General has, by pro¬ 
clamation, set aside Saturday, Oct¬ 
ober 9th. as a day on which to special 
ly emphasize the great loss which Can 
natural and created recourses. 

At a time of high building costs and 
acute scarcity of materials, we are 
burning buildings at a criminal rate. 
Our fire loss of last year, viz.$23,500, 
000, or approximately $2.90 per capita 
w<as the highest per capita In the 
world. Not only this is a complete 
loss of national wealth, but it’s re¬ 
placement creates increased competit- 
thus enhancing prices for new build¬ 
ing. How can we hope to overcome 
the housing shortage, when in Ontario 
alone, last year 5,804 dwellings were 
damaged or destroyed by fire causing 
a loss of $1,753,332? There were also 
744 farm barns destroyed, at a loss of 
$1,189,906, of which $557736 was un¬ 
insured. 

Lightning damaged or destroyed 
1,102 buildings in Ontario, involving 
a loss of $506,885 of which $212,778 
was not covered by insurance. None 
of these farm buildings were equipped 
with lightning rods, whereas but two 
buildings protected by lightning rods 
were damaged and these to the. 
amount of $22 only. 

Matches were again responsible for 
the largest number of known fires, 
1,148 in Ontario originating therefrom. 
Practically every fire due to matches 
is the result of carelessness. 

Public education and recognition >of 
personal responsibility tire essential 
to a reduction of the fire waste. It is 
particularly essential to interest the 
younger generation, through the Can¬ 
adian teachers, in the efforts being 
made towards a reduction of the fire
